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I^I^OYOLA  COLLEGE,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Jesuit  Fathers,  is  admirably  situated  in  the  garden 
■^^  district  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  on  St.  Charles 
fr-^  Avenue,  opposite  Audubon  Park.  The  Prytania, 
the  Clio,  the  St.  Charles,  the  Coliseum,  the  Henry 
Cla}'  street  cars  make  it  most  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the 
City.  Pending  the  erection  of  ample  College  buildings,  the 
classes  are  conducted  for  the  present  in  an  elegant  and  spacious 
residence  recently  acquired  by  the  Jesuit  Fathers. 

The  class  rooms  are  airy  and  lightsome  and  equipped  with 
the  most  modern  school  furniture. 

A  vast  campus,  lawn  tennis  courts  and  a  hand  ball  alley 
offer  the  students  unsurpassed  opportunities  for  wholesome 
exercise  in  the  open  air. 

To  insure  individual  supervision  or  personal  tutoring,  the 
number  of  students  in  each  class  is  strictly  limited  and  the 
utmost  care  is  exercised  in  their  admission. 

It  is  the  earnest  purpose  of  the  Jesuit  Fathers  to  so  con- 
duct and  develop  this  new  institution  as  to  deservedly  entitle 
it  to  the  name  of  a  high  grade  school. 
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The  plan  of  studies  at  Loyola  is  that  followed  in  other 
Colleges  of  the  Society  of  Jesus.  Brilliant  results,  extending 
over  more  than  three  hundred  years,  haye  won  for  Jesuit  edu- 
cational methods  the  keen  appreciation  of  a  host  of  fair-minded 
and  eminent  critics  in  every  part  of  the  world. 

It  is  to  be  deplored  that  so  many  American  teachers  and 
writers  on  education  derive  their  information  about  the  educa- 
tional labors  and  methods  of  the  Jesuits  from  the  productions 
of  M.  Compayre,  an  avowed  enemy  not  only  of  the  Jesuits  in 
particular  but  of  Catholics  in  general.  "There  are  not  many 
sentences  in  his  chapter  on  the  Jesuits,"  says  Schwickerath 
in  his  famous  work  on  'Jesuit  Education,'  which  do  not  con- 
tain some  misstatement.  -•'  >i<  *  >i>  ^i-  *  ^-^ 
Indeed,  lack  of  sufficient  knowledge  is  at  the  root  of  most  cen- 
sures of  the  educational  principles  of  the  Society.  In  nearly 
every  case  of  adverse  criticism,  it  is  apparent  that  a  scholarly 
examination  of  the  official  documents  has  been  dispensed  with, 
and  that  the  oft-refuted  calumnies  have  simply  been  repeated." 

The  Society  of  Jesus,  however,  does  not  claim  that  its 
educational  system  is  perfect.  Xo  educational  system  can  be 
found  which,  both  in  plan  and  execution,  is  without  defects; 
nor  has  it  ever  claimed  that  the  Ratio  Studiorum  in  every  detail 
was  to  be  applied  to  all  countries  and  all  ages.  "  It  is  a  plan," 
says  Genelli  in  his  life  of  St.  Ignatius,  "  which  admits  of  every 
legitimate  progress  and  perfection."  Education,  as  the  Society 
of  Jesus  understands  it,  does    not  consist  in  the  mere  com- 
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munication  of  knowledge  but  in  the  systematic  development 
and  cultivation  of  both  mind  and  heart.  A  vast  experience, 
harvested  in  many  countries  and  extending  over  several  cen- 
turies, has  taught  the  Society  to  choose  the  studies,  sciences 
or  languages  that  have  proved  most  effective  in  furthering  the 
primary  end  of  education  which  is  culture,  mental  and  moral 
development.  These  studies  are,  moreover,  so  graded  and 
classified  as  to  gradually  and  harmoniously  reach  that  meas- 
ure of  culture  of  which  the  student  is  capable. 

Furthermore,  the  system  does  not  share  the  illusion  of  those 
who  seem  to  imagine  that  education,  understood  as  an  enrich- 
ing and  stimulating  of  the  intellectual  faculties,  has  a  morally 
elevating  influence  in  human  life.  While  conceding  the  effects 
of  education  in  energizing  and  refining  imagination,  taste, 
understanding,  and  powers  of  observation,  it  has  always  held 
that  knowledge  and  intellectual  development  of  themselves 
have  no  moral  efficacy.  Religion  alone  can  purify  the  heart, 
and  guide  and  strengthen  the  will. 

The  Jesuit  system  of  education,  then,  aims  at  developing, 
side  by  side,  the  moral  and  intellectual  faculties  of  the  student, 
and  sending  forth  to  the  world  men  of  sound  judgment,  of 
acute  and  rounded  intellect,  of  upright  and  manly  conscience. 
And  since  men  are  not  made  better  citizens  by  the  mere  accu- 
mulation of  knowledge,  without  a  guiding  and  controlling  force, 
the  principal  faculties  to  be  developed  are  the  moral  faculties. 
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Moreover,  morality  is  to  be  taught  continuously ;  it  must  be 
the  underlying  base,  the  vital  force  supporting  and  animating 
the  whole  organic  structure  of  education.  It  must  be  the 
atmosphere  the  student  breathes ;  it  must  suffuse  with  its  light 
all  that  he  reads,  illumining  what  is  noble  and  exposing  what 
is  base,  giving  to  the  true  and  the  false  their  relative  light  and 
shade. 

In  a  word,  the  purpose  of  Jesuit  teaching  is  to  lay  a  solid 
substructure  in  the  whole  mind  and  character  for  any  super- 
structure of  science,  professional  and  special,  also  for  the  build- 
ing up  of  moral  life,  civil  and  religious.

Loyola  College,  being  as  yet  unendowed,  depends  entirely 
for  its  support  on  tuition  fees. 

The  Tuition  Fee  is  8120.00  per  annum,  payable  one-half 
in  September,  the  other  half  in  February.
